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Tue Western Insurance Review is in error in saying that 
the blank for annual statements of assessment life insurance 
companies, agreed upon between Messrs. Harvey, Whiting 
and Brinkerhoff, committee from the superintendents’ 
national convention, and the committee of the assessment 
associations at Kansas City in October, is to be used for 
reports for 1896. The blank was agreed upon, as a form 
for submission to the national convention, at its session in 
1897, and it awaits the action of that body at that time. 
Mr. Harvey is our authority. 





In the complete report of the ninth convention of the 
International Association of Accident Underwriters at Chi- 
cago last week, which appears in another column of this 
issue of Tue Specraror, important recommendations affect- 
ing accident insurance and interesting discussions thereon 
are given in full. The proposition to reduce the limit of 
ninety days for the payment of benefits was voted down. 
It was decided to reduce the benefits in the case of an injury 
received in a more hazardous occupation than that which 
the insured states in his application that he is engaged in. 
Bicycle racing for a prize was placed among the prohibited 
claims. 





CuANGEs in the official management of corporations are 
liable to occur at almost any time, and from a great variety 
of reasons. Insurance companies are by no means exempt 
from such changes, and the wide awake insurance journal- 
ists are pretty apt to ascertain when such are impending, 
and, as faithful chroniclers of insurance news, to print the 
facts for the benefit of their millions of interested readers. 
Yet it is a singular fact that in a great many cases where 
such changes are reported the officers of the companies 
interested proceed at once to make vigorous denial of the 
printed statement of facts. We do not know that this habit 
of denial is peculiar to insurance officials, but it certainly 
prevails among them to a liberal extent. We recall the 
fact that when Ture Specrator announced that the direct- 
ors of the American Union Life had asked P. B. Arm- 
Strong for his resignation there was indignant denial of the 
Statement by the friends of that gentleman, but Mr. Arm- 
Strong did receive such request nevertheless, and did retire 
in consequence. On another occasion we announced that 
a small fire insurance company was considering the advis- 
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ability of winding up its affairs.“* The “officers” promptly 
denied the statement and wrote us an indignant letter for 
circulating such a report. Within two weeks the company 
reinsured its business and has not since been heard of—the 
most vigorous denial could not save it. Recently we have 
printed reports of changes in other insurance companies, 
based upon inside official information, and have seen them 
emphatically denied by the officers interested, yet the facts 
proved to be as we stated them originally. Gentlemen who 
are so profuse in their denials seem to forget the fact they 
are not the only fountains of accurate information, and 
that there are stockholders, directors and associate officers 
who are likely to be equally well informed and equally 
accessible to the enterprising seeker for news. When a 
reputable journal makes a positive statement it can be 
accepted as being based upon trustworthy information. 
Reports, rumors, etc., are given for what they are worth, 
but statements of fact are given after verification by the 
cautious journalist. 





ReEcENTLY the prophet of the weather bureau predicted 
a blizzard approaching from the West, and simultaneously 
there were rumbling announcements that P. B. Armstrong 
was coming East with blood in his eye and a long scalping 
knife and various other deadly weapons concealed about his 
person. The blizzard did not put in an appearance, but 
we believe Armstrong is here or hereabouts—at least he 
has been shedding announcements of his arrival at way 
stations and issuing threats as to the devastation that would 
follow his appearance upon the metropolitan boards. We 
believe there are some old law suits and other entangle- 
ments in which his name was mixed up at one time that 
are still in suspense, but this is nothing compared to the 
suspense from which the nation suffers while awaiting a 
definite announcement of the plans and designs of the great 
and illustrious P. B. The East is always suffering from 
blizzards and things that come out of the West to devour it, 
and the infliction of Armstrong upon us is not the least. 










Tue card printed in Tue Specraror last week, headed 
“The Aultman & Taylor Company Apologizes,’’ is an 
illustration of the fact that even fire insurance companies 
have rights that others can be compelled to respect. The 
Aultman & Taylor Machinery Company of Mansfield, O., 
had a serious fire, the Atlas Mutual Insurance Company of 
Boston being one of theinsurers. As it insisted upon hav- 
ing a proof of loss showing the exact sound value of the 
property at the time of the fire, a letter was sent out by 
some one connected with the Aultman & Taylor company 
criticising the Atlas and charging it with taking advan- 
tage of ‘‘every single technicality it could to interpose 
and annoy us.’’ This statement was copied into several 
newspapers, and the Atlas company, feeling that it was 
being injured thereby, began suit against the machinery 
company, claiming $50,000 damages. The ‘‘ apology ’’ 
printed by us and other journals we infer is the result of 
a compromise and withdrawal of that suit. The Aultman 
& Taylor company’s directors say over the signature of 
the president and through an official vote by them, that the 
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letter sent out in their name was not specifically authorized. 
In this connection we may state that we received similar 
information regarding this loss which we printed. After 
the suit referred to was begun by the Atlas, we received a 
somewhat blustering letter from an officer of the Aultman 
& Taylor company demanding to know upon what author- 
ity we printed the statement that the company was dissat- 
isfied with the Atlas Mutual. Our reply was that the infor- 
mation was furnished us over the signature of the identical 
officer who made this inquiry, that we had printed his pre- 
cise language and had his original letter in our possession. 
The next we heard of this affair was an order on behalf 
of the Aultman & Taylor company, to print their 
apology to the Atlas. We might point out half a dozen 
morals in this transaction, but they are so obvious that 
it is unnecessary. It should be a lesson, however, to 
impetuous persons who are inclined to rush into print with 
what they think are their grievances without due considera- 
tion as to what the outcome may be. Many persons seem 
to think that it is all right to get a newspaper to help them 
in their fights, and then if trouble comes to leave the paper 
to get out of it the best it can. The Atlas Mutual took the 
direct method, however, and held the originator of the libel 
responsible. 





Tue United States Casualty Company has lately been 
the subject of much gossip and many rumors, combined 
with misinformation, some of which has appeared in print. 
The situation appears to be as follows: The company was 
organized in 1895 with a capital of $300,000 and a surplus 
of $150,000, making $450,000 of assets for the protection of 
policyholders. Considerable high pressure was applied 
to the getting of business, which swelled the expense 
account beyond the point of safety. But business was 
secured in large volumes, and in that respect the company 
was prosperous. Still the executive committee were not 
satisfied, and after looking into affairs a large reduction of 
expenses, especially of salaries, was resolved upon. This 
committee is composed of J. W. Hinckley, John A. McCall, 
Charles S. Fairchild, Robert A. Chesebrough, Sr., W. R. 
Grace and Perry Belmont, all well known practical busi- 
The saving in expenses inaugurated by them

ness men. 
amounted to about $25,000 a year. 
company began writing burglary insurance, Thomas F. 
Byrnes purchasing $40,000 of the stock of the company 
and being placed at the head of the burglary department. 
Dissensions among the oijficers began some mouths ago, 
resulting in the retirement of the then general manager, 
W. D. Chase, who did not get along with Mr. Chese- 
brough; but this did not relieve the situation. Recently 
C. B. Peet, Thomas Byrnes, William H.Chesebrough, Jr., W. 
F. Moore and Edson §S. Lott resigned as officers of the com- 
pany and their resignations were accepted by the direc- 
tors. Mr. Chesebrough, the secretary, however, was the 
only one of those named who has actually severed his connec- 
tion with the company up to the present time; the other 
gentlemen continue to fill their respective positions and the 
business of the company is going on as usual. There is, and 
always has been, complete harmony between Vice-Presi- 
dents Peet, Byrnes and Moore and Assistant Secretary Lott. 
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A meeting of the directors was to have been held yesterday 
(Wednesday) afternoon to take further action looking to 
the reorganization of the managementof thecompany. The 
United States Casualty Company is too strong financially 
and too many prominent men are interested in it to permit 
the supposition that ft is likely to go out of business simply 
because some of the officers cannot agree. The company 
now has its original $300,000 capital, $235,000 reinsurance 
reserve, $40,000 reserve for undetermined claims and 
$25,000 surplus, making the assets $600,000. It hasa large 
agency force in the field, is represented in nearly every 
State and its premium income, amounting to some $50,000 a 
month, is greater at present than ever before, having been 
larger in November than during any previous month. With 
the disturbing element out of the way, there is no doubt 
that the directors will tind some means of settling this 
little difficulty, and so put an end to the many rumors in 
circulation. 














LONDON SKETCHES. 


Lonpon managers are feeling very much in the mood of the under- 
taker who announced with entire truth that people had died this year 
who never died before, as last month several risks burned which never 
burned before and ought never to have burned at all. Ladies’ clubs, 
young men’s Christian associations, leather warehouses and even the 
historic church of St. George in Hanover square have all been touched 
by the hand of the fire fiend and the exchequers of sundry insurance 
offices touched likewise. The new chief of the Metropolitan Fire 
Brigade has received rather a warmer welcome than he expected.

THE proverbial caution of the ‘Britisher seems to extend to the 
engagement of typewriters of the fair sex who are literally ‘* out of 
sight ’’ in the principal insurance offices, some managers confiding 
their dictation to a desk telephone rather than be closeted with a self- 
voiced charmer, after the manner of their American representatives. 
The operator is, however, distinguished from her machine by the 
designation of ‘‘ typist,’’ and while in the States an account submitted 
to a manager for ‘‘ ribbons for typewriter ’’ admits of a dual construc- 
tion, no such opportunity for error can arise in a land where the use 
of precise terms is more general. The precise terms which might be 
used by a manager’s mother-in-law in auditing an account of ‘‘ ribbons 
for typist,’’ need not now be considered.

Rosert Lewis, the chief secretary of the Alliance Fire and Life 
Office, sailed for America on December 2 with a view to a direct trip 
to the Pacific coast, the only part of the United States where his com- 
pany now transacts business and which is reported to be still in a con- 
dition of general demoralization. Mr. Lewis has no time to devote to 
such unimportant fields as New York and Chicago, but while his 
directors are not perhaps favorably disposed at present toward extend- 
ing their United States business it may confidently be expected that a 
man of Mr. Lewis’ fine executive calibre will not be slow to improve 
the opportunity for a larger American connection when the riglit man 
and the right opportunity are combined in one presentation. The 
Alliance has a valuable California and Canadian business, and it is 
not unlikely that Mr. Lewis may aid materially in harmonizing the 
insurance squabbles which have so long agitated the coast sect

Tue embarrassment of riches with which this country is troubled 
has caused another prominent office, the Law Union and Crown, to 
increase its rates for annuities, graduated pensions and leasehold 
redemption assurances, in view of the uncertainty of the interest 
factor in tae distant future. With two and three-quarters per vent 
consols selling at over 110, and the government an active competitor 
in selling annuities, the business cannot prove very remunerative to 
proprietary companies, especially as the American offices are push 
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ing for this class of business“upon”terms unusually attractive to the 
British mind. ‘The Law Union and Crown is, however, extending the 
area of its investments and pushing its life business, having recently 
introduced a new form of guaranteed income policy which is apt to be 
an active selling article. The staff of this office, consisting of Alex- 
ander Mackay, general manager; S. G. Warner, secretary and actuary, 
and R. Stirling, joint actuary, is a very admirable one, all possessing 
the elements of business sagacity, wise economy and scholarly attain- 
-ments to an unusual degree.

The 
only rift within the lute is the condition of San Francisco business, 
the figures clearly showing that when the existing war of rates begun 
it was unfortunately allowed to become a ‘‘ continuous performance 
on the down grade,"’ instead of an immediate and merciless slaughter 
of rates which, while appearing supremely ridiculous from one point 
of view, would undoubtedly have resulted in a quick termination of 
the present desultory warfare. Still it may augur well for genera] 
conditions and prospects that underwriters ave not skilled in the art of 
war, but are, as a rule, in favor of co-operation.

That petty intrigues have been carried on 
between the various members and their partisans in a most reckless 
manner, and that considerable corruption in some of the departments 
of state has existed for some time, is being made apparent by the 
trials of editors who have dared to print the truth and by the admis- 
sions of some of the parties against whom charges are made. It is to 
be hoped that the inquiries will be pressed until it is made clear who 
it is that has inspired official hostility to American interests, among 
others, to our life insurance companies that were compelled to with- 
draw from that field because of it. If ever the facts become known 


we will be able to judge to what extent the German life companies 
were responsible for the action taken by the government in this 
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respect, but will probably never know how much it cost. It is, how- 
ever, a matter of some surprise that Emperor William permits the 
operations of his private laundry to be carried on in public.

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extends from Ohio to the Pacific and by the new change he will thus 
be able to conduct operations from a more centrally located point. 
The insurance importance of Chicago, in both life and fire, is growing 
daily, and this is but one recognition of that fact. 

* * * * 

Tue amount of life insurance carried by prominent business men 
often dwindles considerably after their death, and the recent case of 
E.G. Keith is an example thereof. Mr. Keith was commonly reported 
to carry about $300,000 insurance, but after his death the amount was 
reduced to $56,000, fifty thousand of which was in the New York Life.

Ir is said that a calm usually precedes a storm, and if so we may 
expect an unusually active season during the new year, for lately 
life insurance has been very quiet, although a fair and steady business 


has been done.

ALREADY the managers and general agents are figuring out their 
estimates for the past year and in spite of the generally dull season 
they are very handsome. One prominent manager says that unless 
all signs fail their accident department will show an increase of about 
100 per cent over last year.

Life 
insurance is a strong factor in preserving the home in case death or 
misfortune should overtake the head, and these men who after fight- 
ing for the preservation of their homes seek to cause others to do the 
same in a much more peaceful way.

Thornton Chase, after fighting for the 
support of the Union and nation, now fights as superintendent of 
agencies for the Union National.

THe Specraror is in receipt of the ‘‘ Proceedings of the National 
Convention of Insurance Commissioners—Twenty-seventh session, 
1896.’’ It is attractively bound in cloth and fills 120 pages. Beside 
the report of the proceedings of the convention it contains the full text 
of the constitution adopted in 1894, and two tables of great value, 
devised and arranged by the Massachusetts Deputy Insurance Com- 
missioner, Frederick L. Cutting, the secretary of the association, who 
compiled the volume. The first of the two tables referred to is a 
record of officers and a list of places at which the national convention 
of insurance commissioners have been held since its organization. 
The second shows the attendance by States at the various conventions 
from the first convention in 1871 to 1896 inclusive. A list of the offi- 
cers and committees of the convention for 1897 is also included in the 
volume. 

In this column last week, by an error in writing, the Industrial 
Mutual Fire Insurance Company of Boston was reported as having 
just been authorized to do business. It should have read ‘‘ Industrial 
Mutual Accident Association.’ The Industrial Mutual Fire was 
authorized some nine years ago. 

The affairs of Kendall & Buell, insurance brokers, have been brought 
to a head. The firm will retire on the 31st inst., at which time Mr. 
Buell will again enter the employ of Scull & Field, while Mr. Kendall 
will become connected with the office of L. Burge, Hayes& Co. Until 


the 31st inst., Kendall & Buell will have charge of their business for 
he months of November and December, after which time the business 
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of the late brokerage firm will be entirely in the hands of L. Burge, 
Hayes & Co. The committee having in charge the adjustment of the 
affairs of Kendall & Buell decided that all premiums in process of col- 
lection on October 31 must be collected, and the same used for paying 
for the policies for which the premiums were issued. 

Scull & Field have added to their establishment offices on the fifth 
floor of the building at 85 Water street, Boston, for the accommoda- 
tion of their special agency business. 

The meeting of the Boston Association of Life Underwriters will be 
held to-morrow, Tuesday evening. There are several new members 
to be elected. The occasion is complimentary to the medical exam- 
iners, while the special guests will include Arthur H. Wellman, Rev. 
W. E. Barton, H. N. Shepard, Dr. J. O. Marble ard a humorist. An 
orchestra will play selections when opportunity offers. 

Clarence H. Hayes, H. H. Whitney and Robert A. Boit have been 
added to the tariff committee of the Boston Board of Fire Under- 
writers. 

A noteworthy transaction of the week has been the writing of the 
$900,000 risk of the Boston Rubber Shoe Company’s factories at Malden 
and Middlesex Falls, Mass. The rate is not definitely known, but it 
is reported to be in the vicinity of twenty-five cents. The risk was 
written by the Factory Insurance Association. 

The many friends of Frank A. Colley have reason to be thankful 
for a beautiful calendar for 1897, a generous supply of blotters and 
neat little memorandum books bearing the imprint of the Home Mutual 
(stock) Insurance Company of California.

THE NORTHWEST. 
[From Our Own CorresPponpDeEnT. ] 

“It is claimed that in the city of St. Paul there are in all about six 
agents who are in the habit of cutting rates. Some of these represent 
small companies and do not amount to a great deal, and consequently 
are taken little notice of by the larger companies. ‘There are, how- 
ever, two that are cutting rates to suck an extent that they cause con- 
siderable annoyance. One firm is at present representing the Ger- 
mania company and the other is an agent of the Northwestern 
National of Milwaukee. All efforts to bring these two companies to 
an understanding with the other companies have proved unavailing 
and no inducements will bring them into the compact. The two 
firms are not getting a large amount of trade by their arbitrary 
methods, but they are forcing the other companies to meet their cuts 
and thus making the business on a very unstable basis. 

Two of the oldest fire insurance companies of St. Paul have formed 
a partnership, which wil go into effect about the first of January. 
W. G. Strickland, representing the Imperial, Mutual Fire of New 
York, Norwood, National of Hartford, Phoenix, Rhode Island Under- 
writers, Scottish Union and Westchester Fire, and Mr. Doolittle, who 
holds agencies with the Mercantile Fire and Marine of Boston, Girard, 
North British and Mercantile, Caledonia and the Niagara of New 
York, will unite and together will form a firm which will have the 
largest number of agencies in the Twin Cities or the Northwest. 

Among the agents appointed in Minnesota during the last week 
were: Charles W. Sexton Company of Minneapolis by the Hanover; 
William S. King & Co. of Minneapolis and Mosher & Schupp of Duluth 
by the Royal Exchange; Robert B. Ware of St. Paul by the State 
Life of Indianapolis; E. E, Caduc of Minneapolis by the Mutual Life 
of New York and the New England Mutual; William H. Eldred of 
Minneapolis by the Guarantors Liability; Leon A. Ulman of Minne- 
apolis by the United S.ates Life; John S, Olson of Minneapolis by 
the Mutual Life, and Warner & Warner of St. Paul by the Pacific 
Fire. 

The Minnesota State Insurance Department is still on the warpath 
against the bogus assessment life companies. Acting Commissioner 
Lightbourn is preparing a bill which, he thinks, will cover the case 
fairly. Among the provisions to be included are these: A company 
must have at least yoo applicants, each of whom has paid at least $2 
for every $1000 of insurance. The company must pay the face of the 
policy within the time specified. It must keep on hand a reserve fund 
equal in amount to one full assessment and it must not issue a policy 
for more than the amount that would be raised by one full assessment. 
The company must make an assessment within sixty days after a 
death loss becomes due, and if it does not do so the officers become 
liabie to the extent of the claims. If judgments against the company 
are not satisfied the license will be revoked. It requires a two-third 
vote of the insured to transfer members to another company. An 
assignment of a policy is declared void if made to a person who nas 
no insurab e interest in the life of the insured. 

Among other matters of legislative agitation which are on the string 
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the old fight by the insurance™men to secure a repeal“of the valued 
policy clause will be renewed. An interesting contest is likely. 
There is a good deal of promiscuous talk against the fire insurance 
compact. This is apt to result in a bill embodying an anti-compact 
feature, but its passage is not very probable. The legislature is 
strongly republican and is considered, as a whole, rather conserva- 
tive. 

In connection with the placing of some insurance on the armory 
building in Duluth one of the aldermen set up a pretty loud ‘‘ roar,’’ 
claiming that the city paid too higharate. H« made sundry dark 
hints about shading of rates among board companies, though the 
burden of his song was that non-boarders were just as good. He 
claimed certain millers and jobbers were favored with special rates by 
board companies. 

A happy occasion was the complimentary dinner given at the 
Nicollet in Minneapolis in honor of Dr. Frank Wells of Boston. J. T. 
Stimmer, State agent of the John Hancock Mutual, was the host and 
the guests were prominent lite insurance men of the city. 

The Globe Fraternal Accident Association of Minneapolis has been 
licensed to do business in Wisconsin. 

J. Mabbett Brown, who has been promoted from the position of 
inspector of the East Wisconsin bureau to the superintendency of the 
Milwaukee Board of Underwriters, predicts that A. E. McCurdy will 
succeed him temporarily, probably permanently. 

John Hoppin has retired from the Josiah Thompson Agency in 
Minneapolis and established an agency of his own in the Guaranty 
Loan building. He will represent the Phoenix and other companies. 

The Minnesota Farmers Hail Insurance Company, with headquar- 
ters in Minneapolis, has cleaned up all its 1896 losses. 

Minneapolis made a rather striking record last month with a fire 
total loss of only $4,002.02. In the matter of loss of life, however, the 
record isn’t so pretty. Two lives were sacrified on the altar of care- 
lessness in the use of gasoline. ee. Fs

Death of Jeffrey Beavan." 
Last week the death of Jeffrey Beavan, sub-manager of th 
Liverpool, at his home, Broadclyst, Ullet road, 
announced. The cause of his demise was typhoid fever in 
tion with peritonitis, and the announcement was rather uw 
as Mr. Beavan had been reported to be improving. 

Mr. Beavan started as a clerk in the Royal’s office and after four 
years entered the service of the London and Lancashire, becoming its 
foreign superintendent in 1880. In May, 1885, he became ,oint man- 
ager of the London and Lancashire’s United States branch, and sole 
manager two years later. He resigned in 1893 to establish a London 
insurance agency, but went with the Royal as sub-manager in Janu- 
ary, 1894. Mr. Beavan was about forty years old. 
fatigable worker, and undoubtedly impaired his constitution by per- 
sistent overwork. He leaves a widow and three children, two girls 
and one boy, the oldest being a girl of eighteen years. 
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Accident Underwriters Convention at Chicago. 
Tue International Association of Accident Underwriters met in its 
ninth convention at the Palmer House, Chicago, on December 8 J. | 

Vice-President Charles H. Bunker opened proceedings. A com- 
mittee on credentials was promptly appointed. It reported present, 
by representatives, nineteen accident companies, with representatives 
from four others, which were afterward added to the list of members, 
These new companies were the Western Travelers Accident Associa- 
tion, Grand Island, Neb.; Commercial Travelers Mutual Accident 
Association, Indianapolis; Travelers Protective Association of St. 
Louis, and the Woodmen of Omaha, Neb. Pending the action of the 
executive committee upon their applications the representative of each 
company was seated in the convention and received the courtesies of 
that body. 

In the annual report of the acting president he referred tuo 
sustained by the association in the death of the president, I} 
F. Dyer, and spoke of the high esteem in which he held his | 
ciate. 

He referred to the early meetings of the association and r¢ 
with hearty appreciation the manner in which time and personal con- 
tact has softened the relations between the members and gradually 
worn away all feeling of distrust or jealous rivalry that might have 
existed at that time. 

Reference was made also to the value of the statistics wl 
course of preparation by the secretary. 

The questions of separate reporting blanks for accident « 
and of proper legislation were suggested as proper quest 
considered in the convention. 4 

Secretary William DeM. Hooper then submitted his report. He 
mentioned an effort that is being made to build up in his office a 
library of works relating to accident insurance. Already he has gath- 
ered more than one hundred volumes. ; 

Much time and effort has been given to the compilation of statistics 
on physicians and carpenters, and the claims of the association to the 
recognition and co-operation of the accident insurance fraternity at 
large have not been neglected. An illustration of the benciit to the 
membership of the workings of the bureau of information was given 
by Mr. Hooper and an instance cited where, through the co-operative 
work of this bureau, a large number of the companies connected there- 
with were prevented from becoming involved in a fraudulent claim ol 
considerable proportions. 

The report of the treasurer, Mr. Kingsbury, was received and the 
auditing committee declared that it was all right. 

B. F. Hughes of Philadelphia, as chairman of the legislati 
mittee, reported that as none of the legislatures have been i! 
since the last semi-annual meeting, the committee had had no 
to transact business, and on the principle that in the case of 1 
interests, ‘‘ no news is good news,”’ so far as legislation is co 
as a rule, the report was accepted. 

Secretary Hooper produced a formidable array of paj 
explained the methods and objects in procuring and tabul 
statistics with reference to physicians. ‘The advance sheets di 
among the members showed the most careful work. More than 11,00 
physicians were considered in this work, showing five death claims. 
two loss of limb claims and a total of 965 indemnity claims !or 2710 
weeks, an average of two weeks and six days to each claim. Eight 
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and seven-tenths of the doctors insured were injured each year accord- 
ing to that experience. Then followed a tabulation giving the per- 
centage with reference to the kind of injury. The result of the whole 
tabulation was that the cost of the claim alone was $8.90. Counting 
that as fifty per cent of the premium, as is usually done, the deduction 
is made that a premium of at least $17.80 a year for $5000 and $25 from 
the average physician 1s required to meet claims and expenses. = 

The report of the executive committee was submitted with recom- 
mendations as to the phraseology.of policy and other matters. On 
account of the presence in the convention of some well known insur- 
ance attorneys, Mr. Hughes asked that the convention might take up 
at this time the recommendations of the executive committee with 
reference to phraseology, which was done. 

The first recommendation, which was accepted, simply added to the 
consideration named the words ‘‘ such premiums as shall be required.”’ 
~The next recommendation brought up the question, first, of the 
meaning of the words “‘ proximate cause,’’ which was explained by 
the lawyers present to mean in law as applied to insurance, the cause 
which produces the death and that there shall be no intervening 
cause; in other words, the cause must be direct, whereas the accident 
might only be remote, the distinction being between the words “‘ prox- 
imate "' and ‘‘ remote.’’ Then a lively discussion arose on the recom- 
mendation of the committee that the time of payment after injury 
resulting in amputation should be limited to sixty days instead of the 
ninety days now in vogue. Mr. Hughes doubted the benefit to the 
insurance companies in making any such change, believing that it 
would be looked upon by the public as restricting the benefit of acci- 
dent insurance, and also believing that the companies would practically 
lose as much in money on account of the temptation put before those 
who would have to lose the limb anyway. Mr. Quincy wanted to 
limit the time even to thirty days, and felt sure that the time is soon 
coming when the accident companies will feel obliged to give less for 
the amount that they are receiving. Dr. Faulkner agreed with Mr. 
Quincy in the main, and brought out the thought that a condition of 
the system which would develop disease in sixty or ninety days, when 
ithad not done so within thirty, was not a fair risk for an accident 
association to carry. He thought that the same would be true with 
reference to death claims. Mr. Trevvett of Utica, N. Y., reminded 
the gentlemen of the tremendous competition met in the field and that 
it would hardly be practicable to adopt a shorter time limit than do 
the old line companies whose agents constantly encounter the agents 
of the companies represented here in their efforts to secure busi- 
ness. Mr. Shean felt that the old line companies were responsible for 
the fact that the accident companies were compelled to put in loss of 
limbs and eyes and to extend the time of indemnity. Mr. Rider's 
idea was to keep the ninety days on the death feature, but to put into 
the policy the sixty day or even thirty day clause for amputation and 
for the loss of aneye. Mr. Bellis of Indianapolis believed that to com- 
pete with the old line companies the same limits must be given, but 
that rates should be changed to an amount to cover it. 

Secretary Hooper championed the rights of the insured in this mat- 
ter, being convinced, as he said, that as far as the honest man is con- 
cerned, he did not think the companies would save anything by mak- 
ing the change, and as far as the dishonest man is concerned, they 
would not yain anything any way; in other words, while the com- 
panies would not be protected any better in the fraudulent cases, they 
might do great harm in honest cases. On the vote the sixty day 
limitation was lost. 

The next section suggested by the executive committee sought to 
put the language in such shape with reference to indemnity payments 
as to make the company the final arbiter in the matter. Mr. McNeill 
explained that the opinion of the committee was that when a policy- 
holder, who had met with a partial disability, found that his contract 
provided that it should be fixed by the company, it would assist in 
bringing about a satisfactory settlement and avoid litigation. ‘The 
recommendation was carried. 

On the next paragraph the discussion turned on the suggestion of 
the committee that the manual of classification must be attached or 
incorporated in the face of the policy in order that it might be used in 
defending against such policy. It was shown that the laws of the 
different States varied considerably, some absolutely requiring that 
the manual be attached or incorporated, and that, without such action, 
it could not even be referred to as a matter of defense, while others 
allow proof to be produced on that point. Mr. Hooper argued that 
even in States where the statute did not require the attachment of the 
documents it is wise to so attach them, because, in the case of a man 
who is insured under one occupation and afterwards changes his occu- 
pation temporarily or otherwise, and, while so acting, receives an 
injury, the burden of proof is put upon the insured to prove how much 
the company owes him, and that in such a case a contract showing 
the amount of indemnity in each occupation can be referred to or read 
to the e yurt with good effect. The recommendation was adopted. *~~ 
~In the next recommendation the executive committee endeavored to 
give a definition of the word “‘ accident,’’ and such a definition as 
could be taken into court to meet the tendency of courts in general to 
Manufacture definitions for themselves. The phraseology was dis- 
cussed on all its points and was finally adopted. 

he next paragraph turned upon the words “‘ taken or administered, 
voluntarily or involuntarily, in any form or manner,"’ with reference 


to intoxicating liquors, narcotics;and poisons of any_kind.= Professor 
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Smith thought that it would not make much difference how it was 
worded, because the courts have ruled so strongly and have construed 
the words ‘‘ taken, inhaled,’’ and even ‘‘ absorbed,"’ all to imply a 
voluntary action on the part of the insured. He suggested thata 
simplification of this provision would be better rather than an ampli- 
fication, and that the companies should merely say that they would 
not be hable for the results of poison. Under the same recommenda- 
tion the question came up on the wisdom of undertaking in the contract 
to pay a nominal sum for cases of poisoning anyway, and Mr. Bellis 
and Mr. Quincy expressed themselves strongly in favor of that prac- 
tice. 

the paragraph was finally referred back to the executive committee 
for further action. 

The next paragraph was merely for the purpose of extending the 
scope of the policy so as to cover the right of way of any steam rail- 
way, rather than the roadbed. 

‘The next paragraph added “‘ riding or driving in a race "’ to the list 
of accidents excepted, and on suggestion of Mr. Hughes the words 
‘including bicycle races, professional or amateur,’’ were added, and 
the phraseology adopted. 

- The next paragraph was intended to meet a line of decisions which 
have held that ‘‘ voluntary exposure to unnecessary danger '’ meant a 
knowing and intentional exposure to danger, and the proposition was 
to change the language and use the words “‘ unnecessary exposure to 
obvious danger,’’ and the paragraph was referred back to the com- 
mittee to make that change. 

The convention adjourned to meet the next morning at g o'clock, at 
which time it took up the consideration of the remaining recommenda- 
tions of the executive committee. 

Tne convention adopted the recommendation of the committee in 
reference to inviting the examining surgeons to be present at the next 
meet’ »z of the convention. The convention adopted, on a rising vote, 
the resolutions in memcriam of Benjamin F. Dyer, late president of 
the association, and Mr. McNeill spoke words of tender appreciation 
of the many good and high qualities of his old time friend. 

Considerable discussion took place over the question, ‘‘ Are the 
Accident Companies Improperly Extending the Scope of Indemnity ?”’ 
The subject resolved itself into a question as to the advisability of 
issuing combination policies. Mr. Turner had had experience in writ- 
ing such a policy which doubles the weekly indemnity, but which does 
not increase the liability for death. He expressed himself as being 
fairly well satisfied, although his experience had been so short as not 
to afford a reliable basis. 

Mr. Bellis thought that only one company in the country had writ- 
ten the combination policy long enough to determine its merits, and, 
judging from that company’s action in lately adding to the cost, it 
had not been satisfactory. The discussion switched off to the mean- 
ing of the words ‘‘riling in or on”’ railway trains as construed by 
the courts. The ex»erience of those present seemed to be that, if the 
policy were restric.ed to injuries received in a wreck or some accident 
to the train, a large percentage of the claims could be saved. 

The proceedings of the morning were pleasantly interrupted by the 
introduction of the ex-auditor of the State of Illinois, Charles P. 
Swigert; A. B. St. John, an eminent insurance lawyer of the city of 
Chicago, and Postmaster Washington Hesing, each of whom briefly 
addressed the convention. 

* On motion of Mr. Trevvett article VII. of the by-laws was amended 
so as to read: 

All dues and fees provided for by the association shall be payable annu- 
ally or semi-annually in advance, the first payment to be made before the 
15th of January of each year. 


The subject, ‘‘ What can be done towards the general education of 
the public as to the scope and limit of accident insurance?”’ brought 
out several suggestions, which were crystallized in a resolution to 
the effect that Secretary Hooper and the chairman of the executive 
committee should prepare a short document setting forth what acci- 
dent insurance is for general distribution. Mr. Quincy believed that 
the best work could be done through the recognized leading news- 
papers, each of which has its insurance column and i's insurance 
reporters who will always receive and publish items of interest to the 
public, and that individual members can often in this way help to put 
before the public matter which will counteract those things which 
come into public notice that are detrimental to the accident insurance 
business. 

The committee on selecting the place for the next meeting reported 
that hearty invitations were received from Chicago, Minneapolis, 
Philadelphia, Boston, New York, Indianapolis and other places. The 
committee finally decided upon Put-in-Bay, Lake Erie, as the place, 
and the latter part of June as the time for holding the next meeting. 
“At the afternoon session the first business taken up was the report 
of the bureau of information. It was decided that Secretary Hooper 
should take up for tabulation the experience with editors, grocers and 
butchers. 

‘‘What Constitutes Voluntary Exposure ’’ was carefully considered, 
and the decisions of the various courts of this country thereon cited in 
a paper prepared by E. A. Van Auken of Utica, N. Y., and read by 
Mr. Trevvett. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Turner a general discussion was entered 
into on the subject of the abolition of the membership fee in securin 
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business, and the consensus of opinion crystallized itself in the follow- 
ing resolution: 

That it is the sense of this convention that no insurance should be car- 
ried unless a payment to the company of some character is made on or 
before the delivery of the policy. 

At the evening session Mr. Jones of Boston brought up the subject, 
‘*Should Claims be Paid at Sight ?’’ and deprecated the practice of 
accident companies of paying claims so quickly upon presentation 
that they sometimes failed to take advantage of information which 
might come to them afterwards. He recognized that it is a matter of 
advertising, but believed that in many cases it would be wiser to await 
the expiration of the ninety days called for. 

Messrs. Moore, Trevvett, Quincy and others took part in the dis- 
cussion, which, however, reached no vote. 
= The report of the nominating committee was received at this point 
and the gentlemen named therein all elected. The International 
Association of Accident Underwriters will therefore be in charge for 
the ensuing year and a half (the time of the annual meeting having 
been changed from winter to summer) of the following-named gentle- 
men: Charles H. Bunker, Chicago, president; George E. McNeill, 
Boston, vice-president; W. DeM. Hooper, secretary; F. J. Moore, 
treasurer; executive committee, chairman, H. E. Turner; Edward 
Trevvett, B. F. Hughes, H. N. Kingsbury, T. S. Quincy and Mr. 
Jones of Boston. 

The newly elected executive committee retired, held a short session, 
returned to the convention hall and announced the following as the 
appointees of that committee to the legislative committee: W. K. 
Bellis, chairman; B. F. Hughes, A. E. Forrest, A. O. Faulkner. 

The chair appointed Messrs. Rider and Forrest as the auditing 
committee for the coming year. 

On account of the appointment of Mr. Hughes on the legislative 
committee that gentleman tendered his resignation as a member of 
the executive committee, which was accepted, and on his motion Mr. 
Shean was substituted 1n his place. 

The question of ways and means was referred to the executive com- 
mittee. 

Unanimous consent being received, on motion of Mr. Trevvett, 
article VII. was amended so as te read as follows: 


Membership fees and dues for the first year shall be $150 and annual 

dues thereafter for expenses shall be $150, all dues and fees provided for 
by the association shall be payable annually or semi-annually in advance 
on or before the 15th day of January and the isth day of July. 
“After brief speeches by each of the newly elected officers the mem- 
bers of the association, led by T. S. Quincy of Chicago, stood up and 
with clasped hands and any amount of energy, joined in singing 
‘* Auld Lang Syne,”’ after which the convention adjourned.

The Kansas Mutual Life. 
Major F. E. Marsu has resigned as superintendent of agents of the 
Kansas Mutual Life Insurance Company of Topeka, Kan. He writes 
us: 


I shall be placed under renewed obligations for any notice which 
you may be pleased to make, and will hope to reciprocate in some 
manner acceptable in the near future. My work for this company 
speaks for itself; practically unknown and unheard of outside of the 
limits of its home State at the time of my advent, March 7, 1894, and 
in spite of the business and financial conditions which have held 
since, coupled with a hyper-conservative business policy as to methods 
and aids to organization found essential by most life insurance com- 
panies, I have been able to introduce the company and compete suc- 
cessfully for business in twelve or thirteen States, and the company is 
now favorably known from Maine to Texas—this, too, without increas- 
ing its ratio of expense, as shown by Tue Sprecrator’s Pocket Index 
for 1896. 


Major Marsh does not state in his letter why his relations with the 
company have been severed. Asa matter of fact, when Major Marsh 
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went to the company in 1894, it was licensed to do business in ten 
States and had established agencies in eight, and had insurance jp 
force amounting to $3,158,500; at the beginning of the prescnt year it 
had $9,112,000 insurance in force. This increase would »present 
natural growth rather than any special abilty on the part of Major 
Marsh. ‘The ‘ hyper-conservative ’’ business methods referred to by 
him were largely of his own creation. We are advised that, for 
reasons satisfactory to the company managers, Major Marsh was asked 
to resign in September last, and at his request the date of his with. 
drawal was deferred to December 31. 





The Aachen and Munich’s Arrangements. 

Two departments, the Eastern and the Westein, have been established 
by the Aachen and Munich witbin the past week. The former will 
include the New England and Middle States, Maryland, West Vir. 
ginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana, and will be managed by Weed & Kennedy 
of New York. The Western department will comprise twenty of the 
Western and Southwestern States as far South as Texas, and will be 
in charge of Joseph A. Kelsey of Chicago, formerly assistant manager 
of the Royal’s Western department. Cesar Bertheau remains in charge 
of the Pacific coast department. 














COMPANIES AND AGENTS. 


Colonel Joseph B. Phipps in a New Field. 
RecOGNITION of the wide experience and valuable services of Colonel 
Joseph B. Phipps of Baltimore has led to a call from the Merchants and 
Travelers Accident Insurance Company of Syracuse to fill the office of 
second vice-president. The popular Baltimorean has accepted, and, in 
association with Secretary Charles T. Hopper in general management of 
the Merchants and Travelers affairs, his presence carries with it a guar- 
antee of an extension of the prosperity in the company’s business. 

Colonel Phipps was for many years one of the most valuable managers 
of the old United States Mutual, and as a member of the original reorgan- 
ization committee fought hard for a plan that would have amply served 
the best interests of that great membership. For sixteen years he has 
been at the head of one of the largest and best paying agencies in the 
United States, and resigns from the AZtna of Hartford to accept the office 
in the Merchants and Travelers. Although it is only five years since the 
Merchants and Travelers began business, its last report shows that its 
assets are more than quadruple its liabilities, a splendid showing, which, 
added to the progressive spirit of its management, augurs most favorably 
for the company's prospects in the new year. 








Result of the Globe Fire Examination. 
Tue financial exhibit of the Globe Fire Insurance Company of New York, 
as of November 30, 1896, which has just been verified by Examiners T. }. 
McCabe and D. F. Gordon of the New York Insurance Department, and 
which is published in another part of this paper, makes a most emphatic 
answer to those who have been criticising the company or its manage- 
ment. The statement shows that the Globe Fire is in much better condi- 
tion now than it was at the beginning of this year, and its net surplus then 
showed an increase of over $16,000 during the year 1895. Now its net sur- 
plus amounts to $50,218, a gain in eleven months of about $14,000, while its 


assets have grown in the same period from $407,937 to $656,661. On Novem- 
ber 30, 1896, the Globe Fire had nearly $127,000 of cash in office and bank, 
$135,000 of government konds and other excellent securities and assets, 
most of which are quoted above par and none below par, making up the 
remainder of the total assets. The liablities included an unearned pre- 
mium fund of $288,042 (an increase of about $168,000 in eleve! months), 
reserve for unpaid losses, $67,455, and commissions, etc., a3 regating 


$50,945. The report of the examiners gives the following i ceresting 
details: 


The present management obtained control of the company at tue annual 
meeting held in April, 1894, and beginning with May 1 of the same year 
the underwriting business of the company has been transacted by Joseph 
S. Frelinghuysen acting as general agent under a contract dated May }, 
1894. By the terms of this contract the payments made for officers 
salaries, taxes and adjusting losses, are the only expenses direc! charge- 
able to the company other than the commission allowed saic oe sp 
agent. From the date of this contract to November 30, 1896, the ratio 0 
expenses incurred to premiums received was 33.2 per cent, and th “ate aaa 
for the same period was 36.2 per cent. No dividends have been leclares 
since the year ending December 31, 1893. On said date the surp! ng 


all liabilities amounted to $5,074.65, which has been increased 
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resent management to $50,218.68, as shown in the foregoing statement of 


assets and liabilities. The cash deposit held in bank is seemingly greater 
than is necessitated by the volume of business transacted, and in response 
to suggestions made to the otticers they have taken steps to invest a por- 
tion of said funds in interest bearing securities. 

From the foregoing it will be seen that Jameson & Frelinghuysen have 
been able to conduct the business for two and one-half years at a com- 
bined loss and expense ratio of less than seventy per cent of premiums, 
thereby demonstrating their entire competence to operate the company 
without any voluntary assistance from carping critics, and creating envious 
longings for similar success among many underwriters who cannot point 
to an equally satisfactory record. 





Notes of Companies and Agents. 


E. G. Richards, the efficient secretary of the National Fire Insurance Company 
of Hartford, was elected vice-president of the company a few days since. He 
retains the secretaryship as well. This‘is a deserved promotion and a fitting 
tribute to his worth, 

The new home office building of the Phoenix Mutual Life is nearing comple- 
tion, and the company expects to occupy its portion of the samein April. ‘The 
building, when completed, will be one of the most artistic and complete in New 
England. So proud indeed are the architects, Messrs. Cady, Berg & See of New 
York, of their design that they propose to exhibit it in a competition for an 
architectural prize. ‘The Connecticut General Life has leased space in the new 
building. 

The extensions and additions making to the home office of the Hartford Fire 
are also progressing favorably, and will likewise be completed in the spring. 
They will be of the same staunch and solid character as the present structure, 
symbolical of the company. 

The Atna Life has been fortunate indeed this year. Its new life business will 
quite equal that of last, and the accident department will show a handsome 
increase. 

The tna Insurance Company always does well and deserves to. The present 
year marks no change in the experience of the “Leading Fire Insurance Com- 
pany of America.”” President Clark admonishes underwriters that while 1896 
will likely prove a good year for all, they must not lose sight of the fact that 
there is only a fair profitin the business at best, and that insurance companies 
asa whole pay dividends out of their assets rather than out of their profits. 

The Pheenix of Hartford has no fault to find with 1896. Its forthcoming state- 
ment will reveal a nice growth in assets and a handsome increase in surplus, 
which will delight its many friends. Asked for his programme for the new year, 
Secretary Milligan tersely responded: ‘* We propose to let out a link or two in 
other directions next year.” 

The Hartford Life and Annuity is closing an excellent year. Secretary Ball, 
who has been seriously ill for some weeks past, is convalescing, we are pleased 
toinform his friends, and will be back at his desk again, it is hoped, before the 
close of the year. 

The Merchants of Providence will vacate its present quarters which it has 
occupied well nigh during its entire existence, in January, and take a suite of 
rooms in the new Banigan building. Need for more room makes the removal 
necessary. The new offices will be handsomely equipped. 

The Provident Mutual Accident Company of Philadelphia has recently issued 
anew and liberal form of policy, which should prove a good seller. This com- 
pany, which was organized in 1889, has done a steadily increasing business, and 
yearly becomes more popular. B. F. Hughes, the president, is not only an effi- 
cient company manager, but an interesting and instructive writer upon topics 
connected with accident insurance. M. D. Swisher is secretary of the company. 
The Provident Mutual proposes to branch out early in 1897, and will probably 
enter New York, New Jersey and other States. If the company continues in the 
future to be as successful as in the past, the officers will have just cause for 
congratulation. 

The National Mutual Life Association of Minneapolis is making arrangements 
to open up some Eastern territory in 1897. Preparations are also making for the 
transfer of the membership of several additional companies by the end of the 
year. The company’s programme for 1897 contemplates a thorough representa- 
tion inthe middle and Western States and the northern tier of the Southern 
States. President Bloss says he will soon make the National Mutual the leading 
co-operative life company of the West. T. E. P.

—District-Attorney Kenefick of Buffalo will ask the indictment of the 
local agent and canvassers for the International Fraternal Alliance of 
Baltimore, which Superintendent Pierce certifies 1s not licensed to do busi- 
ness in New York. 

—After reconsidering the Austrian law the Equitable Life will make the 
deposit demanded and continue in business in Austria.

The New 
York Life will not make the deposit. 

—A life insurance company or general agency desiring to secure the 
services of.a good office manager or solicitor, whose personal business this 
year amounts to $150,000, would do well to answer the advertisement of 
‘** Business,’’ which appears in another column. 

—The decision in the Superior Court at Milwaukee that the supreme 
lodge, Knights of Pythias of the World, must pay $1000 insurance on the 
life of a suicide, affects nearly one hundred similar cases pending in all 
parts of the United States, and involving upwards of $100,000. 


—The Northwestern Mutual Life has $2200 awaiting the settlement at 
Grand Rapids, Mich., of the question as to whether Robert C. Griner or his 
wife died first in a hotel explosion. The administrators of both estates 
claim the money. If Mrs. Griner died first the husband's heirs are entitled 
to the money. 

—The New York Produce Exchange members are considering amend- 
ments empowering the Exchange to purchase at auction and cancel certifi 
cates of membership of delinquent members, paying for such certificates 
a price not to exceed the full amount they are indebted to the Exchange 
for dues and unpaid gratuity assessments. 

—Judge Weand has decided against Mrs. Henry G. Knep at Norristown, 
Pa., in her suit for $28,c0o insurance on her husband's life, which the 
executor of the estate claims. The widow testified that her husband said, 
‘‘T have transferred all my insurance to my wife."’ The court held that 
‘transferred "’ is not equivalent to “ delivered."’ 

—The Commercial Travelers Life Association is in receivers’ hands at 
Syracuse, N. Y. Assets, $60,000; liabilities, $100,000. The association was 
organized in 1872. Its failure is attributed to the low rates of assessment. 
The association held an honorable position among organizations of its 
class, and paid more than $3,000,000 in death losses. 


—Everill & McNamee of Albany, N. Y., managers for the Equitable 
Life, have been increasing their agency force considerably, and, as their 
territory 1s about to be enlarged by the addition of several counties in the 
northeastern portion of the State, they will be enabled to make liberal 
contracts with reliable and competent men for excellent territory. See 
their advertisement in another column. 

— The receiver forthe Masonic Benevolent Association of Central Illinois 
is entitled to collect assessments from all holders of membership certifi- 
cates at the time certain death claims, now unpaid, were approved, accord- 
ing to the Appellate Court of Illinois, which holds that the mere failure to 
pay assessments when the association was not in a receiver's hands did not 
relieve a member from legal obligation. 

—Herbert Knox, in opposing the proposition now before the Produce 
Exchange to empower it to purchase and retire memberships of delinquent 
members by paying the amount due on them, says, regarding the insur- 
ance: ‘* This system 1s throttling the Ife out of the Exchange. It deprives 
our members of their means of livelihood if they cannot keep up a large 
insurance they don't want. It commits a fraud on every man who is in 
unsound health, or who is over fifty — of age when he becomes a mem- 
ber by compelling him to pay for what he doesn't get. True, after he is 
dead, his family will get back the sums he paid, but, in the meantime, if 
he retires from the Exchange, or is forced out, as he may be if he falls 
behind in his payments, we just rob him of what he has put in, and tor 
which he has never for a minute been insured for a dollar.” 


—The Life Underwriters Association of W>:tern New York held its reg- 
ular semi-annual meeting and banquet ia one of the beautiful dining rooms 
of the Ellicott club at Buffalo. It was gratifying to the promoters to note 
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the large attendance. The guestsincluded such able speakers as the Rev. 
O. P. Gifford on ‘“‘ The Future Tense,’’ Editor Joseph O'Connor on ‘‘ The 
Press in its Relations to Life Insurance,’’ Dr. M. D. Mann on ‘‘ Female 
Risks 1n Life Insurance,’’ District-Attorney Daniel J. Kenefick on ‘‘ 4-11-44,” 
the Rev. Francis Lobdell on ‘‘ The Clergy and Lite Insurance ”’ and Spen- 
cer S. Kingsley on ‘‘ The Future of the City of Buffalo.’’ Among those 
present were Warren Craig of the New England Mutual, Henry Wertimer 
of the Prudential, Howard Cornwell, W. P. Jones and E. H. Taylor of the 
New York Life, Messrs. Aird and Osborne of the Equitable, William G.

—The annual report of the commissioners of the District of Columbia 
contains the tollowing reference to assessment companies: ‘‘ The existing 
law regulating the business of insurance in the District of Columbia 1s 
inadequate in its provisions for the protection of the public and the pun- 
ishment of fraudulent agents, particularly in relation to assessment com- 
panies. The operation of assessment companies is encouraged by the 
provision of the law which exempts them from the requirement that insur- 
ance companies organized orincorporated in the District of Columbia, and 
doing business there, shall have a paid-up cash capital of $100,000. Many 
assessment companies are organized as such solely toavoid that provision, 
and do a business of the most fraudulent character. There is no law by 
which they can be interfered with, excluded or punished. The commis- 
sioners have in course of preparation and will submit a draft of a bill 
designed to remedy these defects." = 


wa—A little story which illustrates the uncertainties in connection with life 
insurance, from the standpoints of both the agent and his cliénts, was 
related to us substantially as follows. This story, moreover, has the 
merit of being true. A New York man had typhoid fever last summer, 
and during his sickness had time to think over, among other things, his 
real estate investments. These amounted to about $50,000, and his tamily 
were entirely ignorant concerning some of them. Hetorthwith resolved to 
protect them by life insurance. An agent was promised his application 
and it only remained to complete the transaction. Several engagements 
were made and broken because of press of business. The man was called 
away suddenly on a Monday to Boston and promised to apply and be exam- 
ined on the following Thursday, after the agent had endeavored to have 
him do it immediately, warning him that he might catch cold and have 

neumonia and be prevented from obtaining the insurance for a long time. 
I'hursday morning the agent telephoned his client's office and found that 
the contingency he had warned the man against had happened—he had 
pneumonia. 


—The Life Insurance Clearing Company of St. Paul, Minn., has recently 
issued a new sixty page agents’ manual, and which, it claims, is unques- 
tionably the most complete ‘rate book’’ devoted exclusively to the 
“average ’’ and ‘‘ under-average ”’ field of life insurance that has yet been 
placed in the hands of life underwriters. The company has also issued 
three new forms of policies, consisting of a ‘‘ Guaranteed Indemnity,’ and 
‘‘Optional Limited Payment’”’ and a ‘‘ Double Endowment ”’ policy, thus 
making a line of six distinctive kinds and forms of policies, each being 
adaptable to a particular class (and condition) of clients. In additicen to 
this, the company has remodeled and simplified all of its policy contracts, 
so that they are now as strictly ‘‘ short form’’ as it is practicable to have 
them, while with the new and favorable guaranteed ‘ options ’’ not here- 
tofore granted, indicates a progressiveness that is calculated to keep the 
company prominently before its clientage, and to secure the confidence 
and co-operation ot the agency forces throughout the country. A marked 
increase in business 1s already following its recently inaugurated active 
campaign, and the new year just at hand promises much in way of the 
company’s advancement.

It is stated 
that two-thirds of these have been paid, leaving $4000 unsettled, and that 
the company will retire. Thus ends one scheme for ‘‘ keeping your money 
at home” and getting “‘ cheap ’ insurance. 

—The Planters and Merchants of Mobile, Ala., is erecting a new office 
building to replace the old one, which was burned some months ago. This 
will be one of the handsomest and best equipped structures in the city. 
The Planters and Merchants is a very ably managed company, and the 
officers are exceedingly hopeful for the future. 

—P. W. Meyer, receiver of the Washington and the Merchants of Ham- 
mond, Ind., alleges that responsible stockholders of these companies 
transferred their stock to irresponsible persons in 1894, and that the cum- 
panies were at that time insolvent. He therefore wants to have these 
assignments of stock set aside, so that he may recover from the old stock- 


holders. 

—The Armenia of Pittsburg will doubtless present an excellent state- 
ment as the result of the business of 1896. The company has opened up 
some new territory this year under competent management, and it is 
expected that a goodly increase in its surplus will be shown. W. D. 
McGill, the secretary, is pushing the company gradually along conserva- 
tive and profitable lines.

A mutual policy under which a member 
becomes liable to the extent of three anuual premiums and shares in the 
profits of the company, and a limited assessment policy wherein the mem- 
ber’s liability to assessment is limited to $1, in consideration of such mem- 
ber giving up any participation in the company’s profits. This action has 
been taken in order to strictly conform with the rulings of the State insur- 
ance department, which questions the right of a mutual company to issue 
an absolutely non-assessable policy. 
=—A correspondent inquires about the American Trust and Insurance 
Company of Chicago. ‘ihis concern has received some severe criticism in 
the insurance press, and a letter from Insurance Superintendent B. K. 
Durfee of Illinois to The Western Insurance Review contained the follow- 
ing: ‘‘ The American Trust and Insurance Company of Chicago does not 
comply with any law in the administration of this department.” W. B. 
Langley is president of the company, and E. W.7Kingsbury, Jr., is its sec- 
retary. Langley, it is understood, was formerly a real estate broker, and 
Kingsbury an insurance clerk. The statement of the company’s assets as 
of March 31, 1896, is not calculated to inspire confidence among persons 
conversant with the literature scattered by undergrounders. It claims to 
have had cash and cash items, stock and bonds, real estate unincumbered, 
first mortgages, notes secured by trust deed and office furniture and sup- 
plies footing up $150,000. When we see these securities, etc., and have 
received satisfactory proof ot their actual value, we will be glad to give 
the company due credit. 

—Last week we noted that the National Board had contributed $500 to 
help reimburse C. B. Brooke of Knoxville, Tenn., for the expenses involved 
in punishing T. E. Mitchell forarson. In addition the following companies 
have agreed to give the amounts stated: Continental, $100; Phoenix, $100; 
Home, $100; Royal, $100; Williamsburg City, $50; German American, $100; 
Queen, $50; Sun, $50; Westchester, $25; Niagara, $50; London and Lan- 
cashire, $25; Commercial Union, $25; Pennsylvania, $50; Insurance Com- 
pny of North America, $100; Delaware, $50; Girard. $25; Hanover, $50;

It seems 
that the Southern of New Orleans employed Mr. Brooke to adjust 
Mitchell's claim under a policy for $400. Mr. Brooke found some evidence 
of crookedness, but only sufficient to enable him to take up the policy for 
$187.50. He was afterwards arrested for alleged intimidation, and after a 
vigorous tight succeeded in putting Mitchell behind the bars. His expense 
in the matter, which amounted to about $2000, the Southern refused to 
bear, although the trouble began in his service for that company, hence 
the subscriptions.
